HERR BALLIN’S SUICIDE. 


Shipping Magnate Foresaw Ruin of 
His Country. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The secret of 
the suleide of Albert Ballin, Ger 
many's greatest shipping magnate, is 
Tevealed by the Amsterdam corre- 
spondent of the Daily Express as a 
consequence of a heated discussion 
with the Kaiser at German head- 
quarters in October. 

‘Herr Ballin bad been summoned 
to headquarters by Gen. Ludendorf, 
then practically dictator in all mili: 
tary affairs, who lectured him at 
length for opposing the orders of 
the military party In regard to na- 
tlonal reconstruction after the war. 
Ballin informed Ludendorm that re- 
construction was not a business for 
Feneral who was plunging Germany 
into the abyss of defeat, and intimat- 
ed that he would bring the matter 
before the Kaiser. 

The Kaiser received Herr Ballin on 
the same day, and strongly sup- 
ported Ludendof's views, He hinted 
that Ballin must either 
views or retire from public 
Ballin made a lengthy reply, in which 
he foretold much that since has hap- 
pened, and urged the Kaiser not to 
allow himself to be blinded to the 
real situation and, above all, not to 
make an understanding with Great 
Britain impousible.

GERMANS STILL CRUEL 


Prisoners Are Treated in a Bar- 
barous Manner. 


‘Men Were Turned Ont of Internment 
Camp to Walk Back Home, and 
‘Many of Them Died on the Way 
From Exposure and Starvation— 
British Soldiers Suffered Most. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.— There are 
several hundreds of thousands of 
men in Germany whose plight, which 
before the signing of the armistice 
was bad, has since become desperate, 
writes Reuter’s correspondent at the 
French headquargers. He says these 
are prisoners of war — British, 
French and Roumanian — who are 
now being released from German 
prison camps. These men have been 
living and working for months on a 
diet of three or four hundred 
grammes of infamously bad bread a 
day, supplemented by a soup, Issued 
at mid-day, made of water in which 
cabbage or barley has been boiled. 

Continufhg, the correspondent 
writes: "I talked to 30 of the pris- 
oners yesterday—all British soldiers, 
captured in March or April — and 
they told me that they had never 
had any clothing from the Germans. 
They started on their loag march in 
boots with the soles dropping off or 
else in wooden clogs. None had 
socks. Their feet were bound up 
with cotton rags. Some had over- 
coats, some had none, Many af 
them had sold their overcoats and 
British boots and even their shirts, 
to thelr guards for potatoes and ex 
tra bread. Apparently they started 
from the prison camps, in droves of 
several hundred in charge of officers 
nd a couple of soldiers, who, we

The Plays That Entertained City In 
Its Young Days. 

The death jn London, Ont., of Mr. 
A. D. Holmaf, is a reminder to old 
time Toronto’ folk of the “palr 
days" of the Holman Operu Co. One 
of these old-timers has been speak.

Symptoms.—At a variaole time af- 
ter birth, in some cases a few hours 
din others a few days, the young 
animal suffers from attack of 
acute diarrhoea, the symptoms of 
which do not differ markedly from 
ordinary diarrhoea, except from the 
fact that they seldom yield readily 
to treatment. The patient refuses to 
nurse or partake of nourishment, 
persists and death soon results. 

Treaument.—Proventive treatment 
consists in preventing the cause.

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MAKING GOOD BUTTER 


EIGHTEEN RULES GIVEN BY AN 
EXPERT. 

Quality Will Be Greatly Improved If 
Standard Methods and Great Care 
Is Practiced by Farmers and 
Datrymen — This Industry Is a 
Very ‘Important One at Present 
‘Time. 


The butter made on the farms of 
Canada may be matertally improved 
in quality in most cases, if standard 
methods are employed and greater 
care Is exercised in carrying out 
Recessary details. Experts give the 
following outline of the essential 
steps to be taken in making good 
farm butter: 

1. Produce clean milk and cream. 
Cool the cream immediately after it 
comes from the separator. Clean and 
sterilize all utensil 

Ripen or sour the cream at 
from 65 degrees to 75 degrees F, un- 
til mildly sour. Always use a ther- 
mometer in order to know that the 
Tight temperature is reached. 

3. Cool the cream to churning tem- 
Peratura or below and hold at that 
temperature for at least two hours 
before churning. 

4. Use a churning temperature— 
usually between 52 degtees and 66

SUCCESSFUL WINTER STORING. 


Foods Not Properly Preserved Wil 
Spoil. 

| It is a universally known fact that 
| foods not properly preserved will 
spoil, They will ferment, decay, pi 
trify or become moldy. — These 
changes are brought about by the 

evelopment of bacteria, yeasts and 
molds on or in the food. If these 
micro-organisms can be prevented 
from growing on or in the food !t 
will not spoil, Therefore, the ques: 


tion of food preservation resolves It 
| self into the problem of preventing 
| these bacteria, yeasts and molds from 

growing er multiplying on or in the 


foods. This is done in various ways 
according to the nature of the food 
to be preserved 

In the storing of roots, tubers, 

xe and celery it ja a comparatively 

mple matter if the materials ar- 


sound to,begin with. 


Although the 
roducing bacteria, yeasts and 
molds are always on these they can. 
not do any injury until the materi 
are first damaged in some way an by 
bruising, heating or freezing. After 

h injury has been done the decay 
bacteria und molds-are able to feed 
on the damaged tissue and as a re- 
sult of this action, decay or rot takes 
place and gradually spreads until all 
is spoiled. 

Therefore, in storing roots, tubers 

cabbage or celery, It is necessary, 

Ist. To have only sound, healihy 
specimens 

2nd. To handle with care so as not 

| to briilse or otherwise damage the 

Unseen. 

3rd. Store in a cool, well-ventilat 
ed place where there will be no dan- 
ger of either overheating or freezing. 
| Overheating or freezing will usual- 
ly kill the living tissue of which the 
roots are composed, after which they 
will readily decay as a result of the 
rapid multiplication of bacteria and 
molds in the dead tissues,

‘This treatment should destroy all 
mlcro-organinms present, and if the 
top is hermetically sealed no others 
can get in until it ts opened, 
Another method of preserving 
vegetables is by drying them in spe- 
cial ovens, This drying procews ex 


tracts sufficient moisture from the 
vegetables to prevent the bacteria 
present from having the power to 


multiply unless the materials should 
ket moist before being used. If suf: 
fielent moisture is not extracted or 
should the dried materials get moist 
during storage, then decay or rot will 
rapidly develop. 

In the storing ‘of such fruits ax 
apples and pears which can be stored 
without canning we have to prevent 
the develoy of molds and yeasts. 
These are alwayn present on the sur- 
face of the fruit. Bacteria do not 
damage fruits as they do vegetables 
or meats on account of the sugar and 
acid nature of the fruits, which is 
not saUsfactory for bacterial develop: 
ment but is just what is needed for 
molds and yeasts, But even molds 
and yeasts will not develop on sound 
apples and pears that are properly 
stored. If, however, the fruit is dam 
aged in the picking, handling or pack 
ing. then the bruised spots enable 
the mold spores or yeast cells that 
are on the surface to germinate and 


grow and multiply, and, when once 
they get a start they will continue to 
apr even through the sound 


Bealthy tissue and from fruit to fruit 
until the whole pack may be spoiled. 


Therefore in the storing of auch 
fruits as apples and pears it as 
essential: 

Ist, To have only sound specimen: 

2nd. To pack carefully without 
bruising, 

3rd. To store in a cool, well-ven- 
tilated place, where they will be 


nelther overheated or frozen. 


Such fruits as strawberries, rasp- 
berries, plums, peaches, currants, 
blueberries, etc, which are soft, can. 
not be kept any length of time with 
out fermenting or molding uulesa 
they are canned 

Canning fruits is not so dimeul 


as canning vegetables, because it 
easier o kill yeasts and molds which 
affect fruite than it is to kill bacteria 
that affect vegetables 

‘These fruits may be cooked in u 
fruit kettle, sugar added to taste, and 


filled hot direct from the kettle into 
sterilized sealers removed direct 
from scalding water. The covers, 


rings and rubbers should be put ou 
at once direct from scalding water 
and screwed down tightly, 

No Royalty on Gold. 

Dr. Alfred Thompson, member for 
the Yukon, recently uald that 1 was 
his intention to ask Parliament at 
its next session, as a war measure, to 
remove the royalty on gold produced 
in the Yukon, This can be done by 
passing the necessary amendments to 
the Yukon Placer Mining Act, Dr. 
‘Thompson considers that hin proposal 
would be in the best interest of the 
Allies in view of the desirability of 
increasing gold production and of the 
suggestion which bas been made in 
some quarters that bonuses should 
be given to encourage gold mining.
